TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newport, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: You are hereby notified and warned to meet at 
the Town Hall in said Town of Newport, on the second Tuesday 
of March, next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a Selectman for a term of three years; 
to elect a Town Treasurer and a Town Clerk for the ensuing 
year; to elect a member of the Trust Fund Commission for three 
years; to elect a member of the Cemetery Commission for three 
years; to elect one Water and Sewer Commissioner for three 
years; a Collector of Taxes, Overseer of Poor, Police Force, 
Road Agent, and all other Officers, Auditors, Agents and Com- 
mittees necessary for the Town business for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see what action the voters will take rela- 
tive to the manufacture or sale of beer or other lawful alcoholic 
beverages for the ensuing year as provided in the Session Laws 
of 1938, Chapter 99, Section 22, Page 1383; and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town of Newport will vote to 
appropriate the Selectmen’s Budget amounting to $25,250.00 
to be allocated as follows: Police Department, $3,700.00; Ceme- 
teries, $1,200.00; Water Department, $5,000.00; Protection of 
Persons and Property, $450.00; Old Age Assistance, $1,300.00; 
Municipal Court, $800.00; Vital Statistics, $150.00; Soldiers’ Aid, 
$250.00; Street Lighting, $7,200.00; Town Officers’ Salaries, 
$4,000.00; Health Department, $1,000.00; Memorial Day, $200.00; 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town of Newport will vote to 
raise and appropriate the balance of the Selectmen’s Budget 
amounting to $160,281.79 to be allocated as follows: Town 
Highways, $15,000.00; Town Hall, $2,200.00; Town Poor, 
$1,350.00; Sewer Department, $1,700.00; Payment on Debt, 
$6,500.00; Carrie F. Wright Hospital, $4,500.00; State Tax, 
$10,166.00; County Tax, $23,637.49; Fire Department. $6,000.00; 
Parks, $300.00; Town Officers’ Expenses, $2,200.00; Interest 
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Service, $15,800.00; Election and Registration, $750.00; School 
Tax, $66,938.00; Public Health Nurse, $1,000.00; Richards Free 
Library, $240.30; Discount on Taxes, $2,000.00; and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town of Newport will instruct 
the Selectmen to reestablish the salaries or wages of all elective 
or appointive officers so that said salaries or wages will be the 
same as was in vogue in the fiscal year ending January 31st, 
1932, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Auditors and Committees eee ade chosen and pass. 
any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money on the notes. 
of the Town in anticipation of taxes, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to allow 3% 
discount on 1934 taxes paid on or before June 1st; 2% discount. 
on or before July Ist; 1% discount on or before September Ist. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
$7,000.00 or such part thereof as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of cleaning, equipping and repairing water mains leading 
from Gilman Pond to the Town of Newport, and instruct the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to issue Water Serial Notes or 
Water Serial Bonds ag obligations against the Town; said obli- 
gations to be signed by the Selectmen and Town Treasurer; 
they to determine the rate of interest to be paid. Said notes or 
bonds to be issued in compliance with the Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire as provided in Chapter 59. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men and Town Treasurer to purchase fire apparatus to replace 
the Chemical Truck now in use by the Fire Department and in- 
struct the Selectmen and Town Treasurer to issue Serial Notes 
or Serial Bonds as obligations against the Town. Said obliga- 
tions to be signed by the Selectmen and Town Treasurer; they 
to determine the rate of interest to be paid. Said Notes or Bonds 
to be issued in compliance with the Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire as provided in Chapter 59. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to ask for State 
Aid for the purpose of making permanent improvements on the 
highways, raise and appropriate $3,223.50 therefor, and pass 
any vote relating thereto, provided the State’s contribution will 
be $2,417.25. 
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ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 to build a bathing pool for the children on 
the Van Meadow and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 to be used in purchasing new 
books and reading material for the Richards Free Library; in- 
struct the Selectmen to pay same over to the Treasurer of the 
Library and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to make effec- 
tive and active the Zoning Law as adopted by the Town at its 
annual Town Meeting of 1926, order vacated any committees then 
appointed relative to this Law, appoint new committees, and. 
raise and appropriate $800.00 to be used to carry out the provi- 
sions of the Law according to the Public Statutes of the State, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept and 
lay out Knoll Street, running Westerly, and First, Second, Third, 
and Fourth Streets running Northerly off the new road around 
Claremont Hill; raise and appropriate $1,000.00 for that purpose 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen and Water and Sewer Commissioners to extend the 
water and sewer systems of the Town on the new road around 
Claremont Hill and on the streets indicated as First, Second, 
Third and Fourth Streets at an expense not to exceed $10,000.00; 
raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary 
to carry this vote into effect; that the Selectmen and Town 
Treasurer be authorized to issue notes of the Town to be signed 
by the Selectmen and Town Treasurer, at such rate of interest 
as they may determine. Such notes or bonds to be issued in 
compliance with the statutes of the State, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen and Water and Sewer Commissioners to extend the 
Water and Sewer Systems of the Town on the road running 
Westerly from North Main Street, just South of the North End 
Garage and on the Fairbanks Road, the Putnam Road and Rose- 
land Avenue, at an expense not to exceed $9,000.00; raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary to carry 
this vote into effect and that the Selectmen and Town Treasurer 
be authorized to issue notes or bonds of the Town, signed by the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer at such rate of interest as they 
may determine; such notes or bonds to be issued in compliance

with the Statutes of the State, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 18. To see what action the Town will take with 
‘reference to securing a Town Manager and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
‘Selectmen not to issue permits or licenses to circuses, merry-go- 
rounds or other organizations of this character for more than 
-a one day performance and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
‘the appointment of a Finance or Budget Committee, to act as 
.an Advisory Board on Municipal Finances. Appointment to be 
made by the Moderator and not more than eight of the appointed 
‘fifteen to be of any one political party. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the voters of the Town of Newport 
“will instruct the Selectmen to remove the information booth 
-from its present location to a place on the Southerly end of the 
‘Common; said expense to be a charge against the Highway 
.Department and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town of Newport will permit 
‘Merry-go-rounds, or other organizations of this character on 
.the Fellows lot. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to extend the 
lighting system on Pinnacle Road by installing one additional 
light and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 24. To see what action the Town will take 
relative to discontinuing, subject to gates and bars, a section of 
the so-called Edgell Highway in the Town classified as No. 5 
Highway and which is more fully described as follows: 


Beginning at stake and stones, a point where said highway 
joins the highway leading from North Newport past Increase 
-Harding’s farm buildings to Croydon Town Line and extending 
.about .6 mile to stake and stones to a point where said Edgell 
Highway joins the boundary line between George H. Edgell’s 
_land and land owned by Ernest Kibbey. 


ARTICLE 25. To see what action the Town will take 
relative to discontinuing, subject to gates and bars, various 
highways or sections thereof in the Town, classified as No, 6 
Highways and which are more fully described as follows:

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


During the past year there were no epidemics of the con- 
tagious diseases. Fourteen cases of diphtheria were reported. 
There were eight cases of scarlet fever. The measles cases 
were few. Whooping cough was reported eleven times, but 
this does not indicate the prevalence of this disease for there 
are many cases that are not reported. This seems now to be 
the one disease that needs the most careful watching as its 
after effects seem to be more serious than most of the other 
contagious diseases. Most of us do not appear to realize how 
important it is to give to those suffering from whooping cough 
the best of care. 

There were twelve cases of venereal disease reported. These 
were under suprvision until the tests showed negative results. 

On account of this supervision during the past few years 
many cases do not become aggravated or enter the third stage 
and thus do not cost so much to control. One case had to be 
treated at the County Farm, mother and child, the expense of 
which has to be borne by the town. 

There were numerous cases of dysentery with high fever, 
centering principally in North Newport, during the last summer ' 
and early fall. Many tests were made of the milk and water 
and the tests showed that these items were not the cause of the 
trouble. Radical climatic changes, first hot then cold, wet then 
dry, prevailed. Without proper precautions as to clothing and 
protection untoward health conditions might be induced. 

A major problem with us during this past year was the 
neglectful and unsanitary conditions existing in some of our 
tenement houses. The tenants in many cases were to blame for 
the unhealthy conditions under which they lived. They seemed 
entirely oblivious of the need to obtain healthy surroundings. 
We saw in July and August a number of houses in a filthy con- 
dition. Flies covering everything, food on the tables and chil- 
dren in their cribs. There should be some educational way to 
make these people realize the danger their neglect causes, 
especially to the little helpless children. 

Pressure was brought to bear, but authority being limited 
in such matters, conditions remained unchanged till the cold 
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weather killed off the flies. Such cases were referred to the 
State Welfare Department, but action was too long delayed to 
be helpful. 


The unsanitary condition existing on the hill back of Mr. 
Van’s place on the new Claremont road and the condition of the 
district off North Main Street, on the so-called Fairbanks Road, 
Putnam Road and Roseland Avenue, demand immediate atten- 
tion from the town. Open sewers and open wells, near together, 
are scattered throughout these two districts. The danger is 
not only to the immediate vicinity of these places, but to the 
town of Newport itself. 


Newport must act before we are confronted with a state of 
affairs that may not easily be remedied. If the Zoning Law 
were put into effect when ordered at the 1926 Town Meeting, we 
would not now have this menace to our town. 


Four tests were made during the past summer of the water 
in the several swimming pools in the South Branch in Van’s 
Meadow, and the tests showed grave pollution of the water in 
the stream, due to the lack of supervision and toilet facilities at 
the pools. 


We recommend that the CWA workers clear the banks of 
the stream of all brush and debris. The town could well afford 
one or two hundred dollars to excavate a few large swimming 
pools in this meadow and put them under proper supervision. 


We were called fifty-seven times on complaints of citizens 
such as the butchering of lambs in tenement houses, decayed 
meats and vegetables exposed on dumps in well settled districts 
of the town. 


Several samples of meats, fish and other products have been 
sent to Concord for examination. One lot of pork showed that 
the hog was tubercular. The meat was ordered destroyed. 

There were four tubereular clinics and three baby clinics. 
The nurse in charge of the tuberculosis reported, as follows:

The work is of inestimable value to the community in the 
campaign of educating the public in the prevention of tubercu- 
losis and the protection of the children. 
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The quarterly milk test reports have been most encouraging. 
There were very few cases of milk not meeting all the qualifica- 
tions demanded. 

For many years we were materially assisted by many citi- 
zens interested in our civie welfare, but of late years interest in 
these matters seems to have lagged.

the year, 


One serious main leak occurred during the year, when the 
six inch main supplying Guild broke near the Lily Pond. 
Main line extentions have been made during the year as 


follows: 


School Street, 116 ft. 1 inch pipe 
Sunshine Hill, 143 ft. 1 inch pipe 
Grandview Street, 330 ft. 2 inch pipe 
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Once during the summer, during an extremely hot and dry 
period, the demand so exceeded the ability of the supply lines to 
deliver, that the reservoir became nearly empty, and notices had 
to be sent out restricting the use of silleocks. Fortunately, a 
change of temperature and a slight rainfall remedied the condi- 
tion and averted what might have been a serious situation. 

In the early fall the Water Commissioners engaged the ser- 
vices of Weston and Sampson, Consulting Engineers, to investi- 
gate our main line problem and report. Upon receipt of the re- 
port a special town meeting was called to see what action the 
voters would take in regard to the matter. 

At the special town meeting the project was voted down. 

According to the report of the engineers, our main lines are 
delivering 300,000 gallons per day, as against 750,000 gallons 
per day for clean pipes, or about 40% efficiency. 

There are two methods of relieving the situation: 

1. Install a new 12 inch supply main from Gilman Pond to 
the reservoir, a distance of 25,130 feet, at an estimated con- 
struction cost of $55,000. 

2. Clean the present supply mains, which would increase 
the capacity from 300,000 gallons per day to 695,000 gallons per 
day. Install a main line meter and automatic regulating valve 
at a cost of $6,800. 

The putting in of a cement road on Sunapee Street in the 
spring will necessitate the replacement of the service pipes on 
that street with copper pipes. This will mean a larger appro- 
priation of money to care for the water system for the next year,

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for the Fire Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1934, 


The year has been one of activity, as the year previous. 
The Department responded to 117 alarms, 112 still alarms and 5 
bell alarms. The call for assistance at chimney fires seems to 
be on the increase and where, in some cases, they are unneces- 
sary, the remainder saves general alarms and thereby decreases 
expense, and it is a saving to property damage. 

The Department has been called, on two occasions, to look 
for lost persons. While it is not strictly the business of the 
Fire Department, still it seems to be the only organization that 
can be called upon to go as an organization for such a purpose, 
and the members of the Department have been ready to respond 
promptly for such service. 

The organization is in first class condition, well manned, 
and well balanced in personnel, well classed with experienced 
and younger members gaining in experience necessary to carry 
on the work. 

There has been organized during the year a Veterans’ Fire 
Association composed of former members of the Fire Depart- 
ment, which I feel is going to strengthen the Department in case 
of serious fire, as they will be in readiness to assist at any time 
of necessity. This organization will strengthen the Department 
by an addition of from twenty to thirty experienced men, and 
might avoid our being obliged to call for out-of-town help in case 
of fire too large for our Department to handle. 

The equipment consists of chemical engine, a 600-gallon La- 
France pumper and a hook and ladder truck with all necessary 
tools. All equipment is in first class condition with the excep- 
tion of the chemical engine, which should be replaced with a 
more modern piece of apparatus. This machine has been in 
service about fourteen years, and was not constructed to carry 
the load, which experience has demonstrated is necessary for 
the purpose it is used. The machine is out of date and repairs 
have been too expensive for economical use. 
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I would recommend the purchase of a modern piece of ap- 
paratus to replace it, which would increase the efficiency as well 
as reduce cost. 

There has been an addition made in the Department house 
during the year, increasing the rooming capacity so that we now 
have six firemen occupying the quarters nights, which adds ma- 
terially to the safety of property. 

I wish, at this time, to thank the officers and members of 
the Department for the courtesy extended me, and the whole- 
hearted cooperation during the year, and commend them for the 
efficient service they have given the town by keeping the fire 
loss at a minimum.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


‘To the Members of the School Board, 
Newport, N. H. 


Gentiemen: 


At the first meeting of the Board, held March 17, 1933, your 

Board voted: 
“that Board will act on general policies suggested by the 
superintendent, either approving or disapproving them, 
holding him responsible for all details, both educational and 
financial; expecting him to carry out the general policies of 
the board and report thereon.” 
“Voted also, it shall be the policy of the board to have all 
school business, including complaints and requests from 
citizens, taken up with the board as a whole, in meeting, 
and not with individual members, the action taken by the 
board to be made known through the superintendent.” 
“Voted that: All bills be approved in board meeting.” 
“Voted that: A copy of all school board records of meetings 
be given to the press.” 

At the meeting held April 21, 1933, it was voted: 
“Tt shall be the policy of the Newport schools not to employ 
married women as teachers; with the exception, that when, 
in the judgment of the superintendent or school board, a 
married candidate is superior to all available single candi- 
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dates in the same price class, she may be employed without 
contract and at the salary she would have received if single. 
Marriage during the term of the contract is to be considered 
as an immediate resignation or voiding of the contract. For 
purposes of this rule, a married teacher is defined as one 
having a husband physically or mentally capable of 
working.” 

At the meeting held May 5, 1933, it was voted: 
“that whereas the schools are very much overcrowded, the 
entrance age for first grade be changed to require that pu- 
pils must be six years old before September 1, but that a 
waiting list of younger children be kept by the superintend- 
ent on application of parents, and pupils be admitted ac- 
cording to age, up to a maximum of 80 pupils in the first 
grade at the Primary Building. The age rule in rural 
schools is to continue as before.” 

These items seem to constitute the principal constructive hap- 

penings during the school year. A public meeting was held on 

February 12, 1934 to acquaint the citizens with the apparent 

necessity to provide more school room. 

The budget, financial reports, and usual statistical information 

are appended to this report.
